?T50.000, not including the losses suf- 
fered by re.sorters who occupied the 
burned hotels and cottages and were 
unable to save their personal belong- 
ings. 
Two persons were killed, one at a 


railroad crossing while going to the 
fire, and the other in a manner not 
known, though probably by the dyna- 
mite used to check the progress of 
the flames. 


The fire was discovered in the up- 


per part of the Olympia hotel about. S 
o'clock and is believed to have had 
its origin in an oil lamp upset by a 
servant. 
Adjoining 
buildings con- 


taining stores located along the board 
walk, beside the Boston and Maine 
tracks, soon 
caught 
fire 
and from 


these the flames jumped the tracks 
and communicated with the Alberta, 
hotel and several other large build- 
ings near the shore. 


Area of Fifty Acres Ablsze. 


The Boston and Maine railroad sta- 


tion was blown up by dynamite to ar- 


• rest the flames, but the fire marched 


on unimpeded. 


An area of about, fifty acres along 


the beach was soon blazing. In this 
orea were located some of the most 
popular of the hotels, all of which 
were filled to overflowing by summer 
guests. One by one the Hotel Fiske, 
one of the finest on the beach, valued 
at ?SO,000; the Hotel Emerson, valued 
at $75,000, with its furnishings; the 
Hotel Alberta, the Aldine. the Law- 
rence house and a half dozen smaller 
hotels were caught and left in ruins. 


From the 
hotel 
line 
the flames 


swept through the cottage colony, de- 
stroying more 
than fifty, including 


many Valuable summer residences.

All the hotels were crowded and the 
flight, of the guests from the burning 
hotels with as much of their posses- 
sions as they could carry quickly had 
the beach littered with trunks and 
clothes.

CONCERNING BROWNE'S COW. 


Driving 'Em Dippy, in St. Louis, and 


She's Only a Bunc Boosy at i hat. 


(Chicago Inter-Ocean. 


If "Browne's cow" doesn't die soon 


she will have half of St. Louis in the 
asylum. The worst of it is. she isn't a 
real, but a theoretical cow—if she 
were real somebody might go °ut and 


U "Browne" is Prof. S. F. Browne, of 
Washington university. 
Through a 


local newspaper recently he propound- 
ed the following problem: 
"\ cow is tied to the corner of a 


shed twenty-five feet square by a rope 
100 feet long. Over how much ground 
will it be possible for her to graze? 


The result of this apparently inno- 


cent proposition is that people who fig- 
ure and people who don't have been 
trying to tell Prof. Browne all about 
his cow's grazing possibilities. 


"The cow," declares one solver, 'm 


grazing from right to left describes 
one-quarter of the circumference oi 
four circles, the radii being 100 feet, 
75 feet 50 feet and 25 feet, respective- 
ly. In going from left to right (his is 
e'xactly duplicated, and prettily enough 
the extreme boundary of the _cow's 
crazing is represented by a ciroie the 
diameter of which is 200 feet r.n'l the 
area of which is the radius (100), 
squared, times 3 1410, or 31,410 square 
feet." 
But not so, says another, who fig- 


ures it out this way; 
"The cow can graze ever fhree- 


fourths of a circle whose radius is 100 
feet. 
Three-fourths of the area ff 


such a circle is 23,052 square feet. It 
ran besides graze over one-quarter ot 
a circle whose radius is seventy-five 
feet. One-fourth of the area of such a 
circle is 4.417.S75 square feet. Answer 
is, therefore 27.979.87S square feet." 


Still another gives the cow this pro- 


position: 
"To secure the circumference of a 


circle multiply the diameter by :U41C. 


"Three-fourths area of a. circle 200 


feet in diameter equals 23,502 square 
feet: one-fourth area of a circle 150 
feet in diameter equals 4,4177s square 
feet; one-fourth area of a circle 10 feet 
in diameter equals 1,963% square feet; 
one-fourth area of a circle fifty feet in 
diameter equals 490% square feet. 
The number of square feet over which 
the cow can graze is 30,434% square 
feet." 
•Altogether nobody seems to agree 


over Professor Browne's cow, as the 
class in mathematics at Washington 
university confesses itself stumped.

EGG PLANT AU GEATIN. 


Cut the stem end from a good sized plant and scoop out 


the inside, leaving just enough wall to hold the shell in shape. 
Cook in boiling salted water for ten minutes, then lay in cold 
water while preparing the forcemeat. Put the pulp that was 
scooped out in a bowl, rejecting the seeds and sprinkle with 
salt. Leave for an hour with a plate and press on top. 
At 


the end of that time squeeze well and drain. 
Chop. Put a 


pint of canned tomatoes or a quart of fresh ones in a sauce- 
pan with a few slices of onions, 
two 
sprigs of parsley, a 


clove and a bit of bay leaf and simmer twenty minutes, stir- 
ring often. 
Strain through a coarse sieve, allowing the to- 


mato pulp to go through. 
Add to the egg plant that was 


chopped a cupful bread crumbs soaked in milk and a part of 
the tomato puree, reserving the rest for a sauce. 
Add the 


yolks of two beaten eggs, salt and paprika 
to season and a 


tablespoonful butter- 
Mix thoroughly, then 
stuff the plant, 


spreading a thin layer ot buttered crumbs over the top. 
Put 


in a baking dish in which you have poured three tablespoon- 
fuls olive oil and bake half an hour in a. hot oven, basting fre- 
quently. 
Season the remainder of the tomato which Is to be 


used as sauce, reheat, and pour over 
the egg plant when 


ready to serve.

Travelling Closet 


A skirt protector and hanger that 


may be carried 
away 
with 020 to 


country and mountain resorts, where 
closet room is often small or entirely 
lacking, 
is a convenience 
that the 


average woman will be glad to pos- 
sess, especially when she knows that 
it is inexpensive, and may even be 
made at home if she has enough in- 
genuity. 


This new portable closet is made of 


n round piece of white wood that is 
front a quarter to an inch in thick- 
ness, and may be from four to ten 
inches in diameter, according as it is 
to be used for the support and protec- 
tion of one or more skirts. 


To one side of the wood small brass 


hooks are securely attached, for on j 
these the skirts, waists, etc., are to' 
be hung, and on the other side one 
large hook is screwed into the center, 
for it. Is used to fasten on closet arms 
or hung to knobs or other convenient 
places. 


Around the outer edge of the board 


yards of gingham, muslin or any ma- 
terial desired 
are tacked 
in large 


pleats, so that there will be enough 
to completely cover all the articles 
hung within. The bottom of this bag- 
like curtain is finished with a draw 
string, so when 
in use it 
may be 


pulled tight to keep out dust. 
If de- 


sired sachet hags may be tacked to 
the bottom of this protector or bag| 
and in this way the clothes will he 
delicately scented.

How Doctors "Resurrect- 


ed" Body of Man Who 


Was Hanged in 1857. 


%Yab£sa, Ind.. Aug. 16.—Dr. C. L. 


Dicken still o'.vcs and has at his office 
at Lafontaice a portion of the skeleton 
of Hubbard, the Wabasli murderer, ex- 
ecuted in 1837. Tile bones were hand- 
ed down to him by his father, the late 
Dr. James L. Dickea, who was one 
o£ four doctors engaged in the "resur- 
rection" of Hubbard after his execu- 
tion and burial. 


All the circumstances of Hubbard's 


crime and execution have been gone 
over by the newspapers hundreds of 
times, "but the fact that his body was 
stolen from the grave three nights 
after it was buried was but little dis- 
cussed, until a short time ago when 
the last doctor engaged in the body 
snatching died. This was not because 
the taking of the body was a criminal 
offense for, under the law of those 
days, body 
snatching 
was 
not a 


crime so Ions: as no apparel or jewelry 
was taken from 
the 
corpse, which 


would have constituted larceny, and 
these early day body snatchers care- 
fully avoided taking anything but the 
nude body. 


Had a Gruesome Job. 


Dr. Dicken, sr., then a practitioner 


at Somerset: Dr. Smith, Dr. Ford and 
Dr. Taylor, according to the best rec- 
ollection of those conversant with the 
facts, were the four men who profited 
bv the resurrection. 
It was a dark 


and rainy night selected for the pur- 
pose and the opening of the grave 
was accomplished without any Inter- | 
ference. although several people bad 
previously been watching the tomb ex- 
pecting doctors to make a visit to it. 
The corpse was taken out and placed 
on a litter, but as Hubbard weighed 
over 200 pounds the litter broke. Dr. 
Dickea, though a small man, volun- 
teered to carry the corpse to the top of 
the hill and Be did so, the corpse be- 
ing placed on his back by the others. 
At the top of the hill it was taken on 
a horse by John Morton and carried 
to Wabash, rider and corpse both sit- 
ting astride the horse, the corpse robed 
in an oil skin. 
It was taken to the Hanna ware- 


house but before it could be removed 
to the third story where the resurrec- 
tion was to be made, Joe Busick, a 
man who had been out attending a 
sick horse, came along and saw the 
doctors, who hurriedly 
buried 
the 


corpse in a pile of corn cobs and told 
Busick some kind of a story. 
When 


he left the corpse was dragged through 
the canal by a rope and taken to the 
top of the warehouse. 
After the post- 


mortem the body was divided and Dr. 
Dicken got a liberal portion 
of the 


trunk. The whitened bones 
of the 


murderer were kept by him for niany 
years, but a good many of them were 
lost by other doctors borrowing them 
and forgetting to return them. What 
were left were handed down to Ms son, 
Dr. C. L. Dicken, who still has sev- 
eral of them. 


Got Head and tost It. 


It is said that Dr. Ford 
got the 


head as bis portion and buried it in 
his garden, but that his sons dug it up 
aad the old gentleman never could 
find it again. 
Others say that the 


boys did not dig it up but that the 
old gentleman forgot where he had 
buried it and that the skull is still 
buried some place on the lot. Another 
story in connection with 
fro 
post- 


mortem is that Dr .Dickea had bar- 
gained with Hnbbar'd 
for his body, 


giving a new suit in which to be hung 
in return for the privilege of carving- 
up his remains. This story is denied 
by relatives who are well acquainted 
with most of the facts of the case. 


It was at first the intention of the 


Somerset doctors to be the sole bene- 
ficiaries of the body snatching, but it 
is said the Wabash physicians learned 
of their intent and made such an up- 
roar that ths Somerset doctors had to 
take their Wabash brethren in on the 
deal. Certain it is, however, that Hub- 
bard reposed in his grave 
but two 


nights and that his bones 
are still 


scattered around among various doc- 
tors' offices in Yfsbash 
and Grant 


counties. 
Under the law of the present clay 


any medics! college could have pro- 
cured the body simply 
by 
making 


requisition for it, but taking it from 
the urave would be a penitentiary of- 
fense. 
As stated 
before! however, 


taking a body tl'en was no offense un- 
less some property was taken alocg 
with it.
